MADRID, Spain (AP) — Bing 
Crosby’s son Harry arrived in 
Madrid today to bring home the 
body of the beloved entertainer 
who once said he’d like to be 
remembered as ‘‘just an or- 
dinary guy, a pretty good sing- 
cn 

Crosby died of a heart attack 
Friday after playing a round of 
golf at a course near Madrid. He 
was 73. 

Harry Crosby told reporters in 
Madrid that funeral sendees for 
his father will be held Tuesday 
in Los Angeles. He said he plan- 
ned to bring his father's body- 


back to the United States on Sun- 
day. 

Crosby's widow, Kathryn, 
said he will probably be buried 
beside his parents and his first 
wife at a Los Angeles cemetery. 

Crosby, an avid golfer, col- 
lapsed after playing and win- 
ning a handicap game with 
three Spanish champions at the 
La Moraleja club. He was dead 
on arrival at Madrid’s Red 
Cross Hospital.

While the custom of using the Oplatek 
wafer dates back to the 10th Century in 
Poland, it is a tradition which continues to 
foster family unity and reconciliation today- 
in the breaking of the ’ bread" those par- 
ticipating greet each other with special 
wishes for peace, goodwill, and happiness. It 


can be a very personal wish or just a general 
one. 

While the wafer can be shared at any time 
during the Christmas season, traditionally it 
is shared at the Wigilia (Christmas eve 
supper). 

The name. Oplatek, comes from .the latin, 
Oblatum. meaning sacred bread .It is an 
oblong shaped wafer made of wheat flour, 
water, or milk Except for size and shape, it

is similar to the hosts used at communion but 
isn't considered liturgical bread. These wafer 
packets (three to a packet / are obtained from 
the Polish Franciscan Fathers at Pulaski. 

Why do people continue this tradition? For 
some, it was a custom they treasured as a 
child and want their own children to ex- 
perience. For others, it is a tradition they'd 
heard their mothers or grandmothers speak ~ 
of and just wanted to try it for themselves. 

In some families of mixed nationalities, it 
becomes a way of retaining just a little of 
their proud Polish heritage .ft is also a 
custom which has been adopted by many 
others who claim no such heritage. For them 
it becomes a sharing with Polish friends and 
neighbors, just as the Christmas trees, cards, 
wreaths, and candles in the window are now 
shared by most nationalities

75th year observed 


MANITOWOC—This is the 
75th anniversary year for the 
Manitowoc Company Inc. 

Story of the company is a 
story of growth and diversifica- 
tion dating back to the spring of 
1902 when Charles C. West and 
Elias Gunhell, who were 
employed by Chicago Shil>- 
building Co. started looking for 
a shipyard to buy. 

West was a marine engineer 
and naval architect and Gunnell 
an experienced shipbuilder, 
«designer and mechanic They 
were looking into the possibility 
of starting a shipyard in Chicago 
to build steel rather than 
wooden ships. According to the 
75th anniversary booklet 
published by the company, West 
and Gunnell were advised by aa 
number of vesselmen to obtain a 
yard where wooden ship repair 
was done, since this would put 
them on their feet financially 

and in time, steel shipbuilding 
equipment and methods could 

be installed. 

The only yard for sale that 

year on Lake Michigan was the 

Burger and Burger yards in 

Manitowoc. The wooden ship 
repair yard had a very good 
reputation for quality craftman- 
ship. and Henry and George 
Burger were interested in retir- 
ing. Gunnell and West took a trip 
to Manitowoc. Even at that_ 
time,’ the city had

here since the first ship, the 64- 
ton schooner, “Citizen,” was 
launched in 1837. In the 1850s' 
the city’s shipyards became 
famous for the fast clipper-type

Shortly after the United States 
entry into. World War |, 
Manitowoc Shipbuilding launch- 
ed its first ocean-going vessel, 
the "Surveyor,". for the U.S.

West, J.B. John, Geer, Thiell 
and other organized the 
Manitowoc Portland Cement Co. 
in 1923. In 1924, the first cement 
plant in Wisconsin b was built by 
Manitowoc Shipbuilding across 
the river west of its plant. 

The Boiler Works built the 
kilns, cement coolers and 
dryers. West designed a bulk ce- 
ment carrier and in 1926, 
Manitowoc Shipbuilding launch- 
ed the "Daniel McCool. 
Manitowoc Portland Cement" 
was sold to its present owners, 
Medusa Portland Cement, in 
1929. 

The Speedcranes entered the 
diversified firm's picture in 
1925. Gunnell, West and Geer 
had obtained an interest in 
American Sand and Gravel Co. 
in 1916 and the firm had eight 
cranes working in its material 
yard. It occurred to West that 
the manufacture of these cranes 
would be just the thing to keep 
the machine shop busy 

The cranes were built in Fort 
Wayne, Ind., for Roy and 
Charles Moore on Chicago. In 
1925 the Moores and West got 
together and Manitowoc Ship- 
building agreed to manufacture 
Moore Speedcranes. Constant 
design changes in the next two 
years added to the Moore 
brothers' financial troubles, ac- 
cording to the anniversary 
booklet, which continued for a 
number of years. 

Manitowoc tried to purchase 

the Moore patents but were 
never able to do this, and 
Manitowoc Shipbuilding con- 
tinued paying royalties to the 
Moores until the patents ran out.

Construction of self-unloaders 
in Sturgeon Bay represented a 
revival of the Great Lakes 
shipbuldiB-ng — shipbuilding _ in- 
dustry. In 1975, Bay Ship- 
building received its first con- 
tract for a 1,000-foot self- 
unloader and this was followed 
by contracts for several more 
1,000-footers and more smaller 
vessels.

For all of us who have been 
called by God to baptism in 
Jesus Christ there is an urgency 
to further the cause of unity.

a) Each partner must enter in- 
to the dialogue in good faith and 
presume the other party also is 
speaking in good faith. 

b) Each partner must have a 
clear understanding of his own 
faith and must try to clearly 
understand the faith of the 
other.

c) Taking a position that em- 
phasizes differences must be 
avoided, as well as the assuming 
the attitude of ignoring all dif- 
ferences 

d) Each partner must learn to 
listen and try to understand with 
a willingness to interpret the 
faith of the other in its best light 
rather than in its worst.

sion ot unity. Nothing has been 
more dramatic in the world of 
religion than arrival of the 
ecumenical age When Pope 
John announced his intention of 
calling an ecumenical council, 
few dreamed of the changes that 
would follow. No one can deny 
how it has changed the religious 
climate of the world. The log 
iam of centuries, the tangled 
litterness and envy, the 
paralysis of separateness and 
even hostility, the stalemate of 
prejudice and ignorance, the in- 
sidious pride and controversial 
defensiveness were suddenly 
relaxed. A new climate is pre- 

sent today 

Whether or not we are willing 
to enter the ecumenical age still 
remains for us to decide. Yet 
how dare we deny Christ who 
pleaded, “that they be one, as 
you Father and | are one"’ 

Some of us have scarcely- 
measured up to the op- 
portunities. Some of us need 
courage and passion because so 
much depends on those who are 
called to leadership roles in 
God’s Kingdom. The rewards 


are the new dimension of friend- 
ship and the even larger vision 
of truth which may become ours 
if we have the courage to accept 
them. 


This ecumenical age will 
deepen our joys, but it will in- 
crease our dangers. It will 
liberate us from many false pre- 
judices, but it also leads us to 
many false hopes. It will 
broaden our trust and extend 
compassion for each other, but it 
will demand a higher faith and a 
keener sense of human need. 

There is a wilderness to cross, 
there are temptations to do the 
daring thing, eee to solve, 
a deeper level of spiritual obe- 
dience to be attained. This obe- 
dience is to be directed to none 
other than to the Christ we ein 
braced in our baptism. He is 
Himself the light and the truth 
This is our mission; to be the 
redemptive reflection of Christ's 
breathtaking love for us. 

There remains a sad lack of 
convincing ~ witness" existing 
in the Christian Community to- 
day due to the scandal of our

division. Such division openly 
contradicts the will of Christ, 
scandalizes the world, and 
damages the cause of preachin:

movement might be described 
as the initiative and activities 
planned and undertaken ac- 
cording to the various needs of 
the Church and as opportunities 
offer, to promote Christian 
tts . 
It leaves no doubt, however, 
that true ecumenism begins 
with a change of heart in the in- 
dividual Christian which will 
lead to greater efforts to live 
holier lives according to the 
Gospel.

In one form or another Easter 
customs have been practiced for 
centuries. Historically, the 
modern Easter parade began 
early*in the fourth century when 
the Roman emperor Constantine 
declared his entire court must 
wear their finest new robes to 
honor the Feast of Christ's 
Resurrection. 

Many persons are puzzled by 
the variation of the date for 
Easter when most holidays in 
the Christian church are fixed 
dates. 

This, too, harks back to 
Emperor Constantine, the first 
ruler to accept Christianity. In 
325. he summoned his council of 
Nicaea and there it was decided 
EasteFshould fail on the Sunday 
following the first full moon 
after March 21. the first day of 
spring. 

This formula, adopted by the 
church, explains why Easter 
may fall anywhere from March 
22 to April 25. 

As (he years passed, customs 
relating to the lighter side of the 
festival developed, varying in 
different countries. Easier is 
said to have been named after 
Eostre, the Anglo-Saxon goddess 
of spring, who was especially 
fond of children.

MANITOWOC Site plans for 
two multi million shopping com- 
plexes have been approved m 
the city — one on the north side 
near Mid Cities Mall and the 
other along Calumet Ave on the 
land where Shopko Stores Inc is 
located.

Manitowoc is literally being 
lifted off its feet. 

The area's crane manufac- 
turer is bringing needed growth 
and development to the city. 

Manitowoc Engineering Co., a 
division of the Manitowoc Co. 
Inc., has launched a massive ex- 
pansion program designed to in- 
crease flexibility in construction 
of its cranes. 

The $35 million program is 
focused primarily on South 
Works, a 60-acre parcel on the 
south side. 

Problems such as growing size 

of new models of cranes have 

forced MEC to relocate parts of 
the existing plant known as the 
'“Shipyards.” The assembly, 

*: testing, painting and shipping 
5 operations will be moved from 
> 500 S. 16th St. to new facilities 
= off Viebahn Street. 
> Existing rail lines and city 
streets will connect South Works 
to the Shipyards, 
where all other manufacturing 
operations will continue. 

Besides increasing manufac- 
turing capabilities of MEC, the 
expansion program will bring 
more skilled people into the 
area, develop commercial and 
tertiary businesses, improve the 
downtown section, boost housing 
industries and increase use of 
the area’s technical school. 

MEC has announced the firm 
will be needing nearly 1,000 
more employes due to expan- 
ding to two plants. Most will 
have to be recruited since the 
local unemployment rate _ is 
already below 4 percent, Mayor 
Anthony Dufek pointed out. 

“We're going to have a shor- 
tage of workers,” Dufek said 


But, according to the mayor, 
the city can meet the challenge, 
what with a number of other 
things going for it. 

MEC has several incentives to 
lure people. 

For example, the Manitowoc 
Co. Inc. has operated at a profit 
every year except during the

created an insurmountable financial problem. 
So Robert bought the land near Tannery 
Bridge in Two Rivers. 

The earlier round house had created a lot 
of attention in the press as far away as 
Louisiana. So. he started with another round 
one — a smaller one. and also began a

That little round house and its hexagonal 
companion fool you.

Actually the round house has a master 
bedroom 20 feet in diameter, a kitchen the 
same size and a 24 foot diameter living room 
plus bathroom and closets. All the houses 
contain three levels The hexagonal house has 
1.244 square feet of room including two bed- 
rooms. a living room, galley-type kitchen and 
dining room Bedrooms are 25 by 12 feet. The 
two houses, fronting the road on the east 
side of the plot, appear like old English 
tower gateposts, framing a view of a man- 
made lake behind them — a lake two acres in 
extent and dug to a depth of 28 feet. Even- 
tually, it will be home for bass and perch 
It is fed water pumped from a 100 foot-deep 
well. 

In August of 1976, Robert finished drawing 
plans for the third house — one to be built in 
old English peasant style with a roof like the 
Spindler building. Fill dug from the pond was 
placed around the house and creates the 
effect of a castle on a hilltop. The unique 
building style fooled neighbors into think- 
ing somebody was building a church on the 
site. The Hipperts moved in during mid-April 
of 1977. The building is subject to sweeping 
winter winds which roar blizzard-style down 
the flood-plains of the East Twin River, but 
the house is a masterpiece of insulation. A 
wood burner in the basement got by with only 
S68 worth of fuel the first winter. Then the 
Hipperts converted to oil and in the first 
two and a half months of the current winter 
they burned only $120 worth of oil. 

The living room of the gingerbread house 
is 16 by 20 feet. Above it is a 14 by 15 
foot loft, formerly a guest bedroom which is 
now Robert § office. Last November, he went 
into business by himself as Hippert Builders. 

The new house also has two bedrooms on 
the lower level — the master bedroom is 
12 by 16 feet and the second, now a nursery, 
is 12 by 11 feet. The ground floor level 
contains a massive and elegantly styled 
kitchen, bathroom and living room. 

The new house reflects the interest of the 
couple. Although neither Robert or Lynn had 


similar octagonal one a short distance away.

Eckert's Wrecking Co., 
Rhinelander, has been awarded the con- 
tract for demolishing the building. 

World War | brought Increased demands 
for power from the shipbuilding and 
aluminum industries in Manitowoc. 


At the urging of city officials, Clement C. 
Smith, then president of the Wisconsin 
Public Service Corp., agreed to undertake 
construction of a transmission line from 
Green Bay to Manitowoc in late 1916. 

The transmission line was constructed in 
haste. Despite the scarcity and high price of 
materials, the project was pushed forward 
and the utility firm began transmitting 
power to Manitowoc In December of 1917. 

The wartime need for power also resulted 
in construction of a steam generating plant 
here. The first 5.000 kilowatt unit was com- 
pleted in 1917 and the second unit in 1920. 


For many years the company was com- 
monly referred to as the High Falls Co., a 
hydro-electric company on the Peshtigo 
River that was acquired by WPSC. In reali- 
ty, officials said, more power was supplied 
to industries in the area by the Manitowoc 
steam plant than by High Falls. 

In order to provide electricity in the city 
of Manitowoc, the utility firm purchased 
the West Side Power & Lighting Co. from 
the Rahr brothers. 

In combination with the High Falls dam 
plant, the Manitowoc steam plant provided 
electricity to major industries in Manitowoc 
and the entire city of Two Rivers, plus vir- 
tually all power used in the Green Bay area 
for the next few years. Later power was 
supplied to communities in Kewaunee and 
Door counties after a transmission line was 
built into that area. 

The Manitowoc plant was closed in 1969 
because of economic considerations. Its 
equipment had become old and inefficient. 

Modem technology passed up the 
Manitowoc facility. The Kewaunee nuclear 
plant, WPSC's newest steam plant, pro- 
duces approximately 53 times as much elec- 
tric power as the plant to be razed. 

WPSC continues to provide electric 
energy to several major industries in the ci- 
ty as well as a significant amount of power 


to the city itself.

B. B. Morse, who held the job for 


many years. 

Krainik, who will be 62 years 
old July 1, said he was taking 
early retirement because 
health reasons. He plans to “do 
a little traveling” and hopefully 


get back into the raising of 


ponies and horses. 

In an interview several years 
ago, Krainik noted the role of 
the sealer had changed. 

In the past, he said, sealers 
primarily were concerned with 
Inspecting weighing and 
measuring equipment for ac- 
curacy and seeing to it the 
customer got his money’s worth. 


“Today weighing and measur- 
ing equipment is constructed in 
such a way,” Krainik said, 
“that if there is an error it 
automatically goes in favor of 
the consumer due to the ac- 
cumulation of friction on the 
machine. Owners of the equip- 
ment are responsible for main- 
taining its accuracy at all times. 
There are special scale service 
companies which check the 
equipment periodically.” 

In recent years, Krainik spent 
much of his time checking 
packaged commodities and cor- 
rect labeling. There are about 
7,500 different items in an 
average supermarket, he said, 
and the number may run as high 
as 10,000. 

Activities of city sealers are 
supervised by the Wisconsin 
Department of Agriculture, 
Food Division, Weights and

Measures Bureau. Sealers in re- 
cent years were encouraged to 
devote more time to consumer 
protection. 

During Krainik’s career, he 
witnessed the demise of small, 
locally owned food stores and 
meat markets. At one time, he 
said, there were upwards of 75 of 
these places doing business .To- 
day the city has about eight ma- 
jor supermarkets and 11 or 12 
neighborhood food stores or 
meat markets. 

With the coming of self- 
service facilities, he added, the 
number of gasoline service sta- 
tions dwindled from 60 to the 


high 30s. 

Krainik said he generally got 
“excellent cooperation” from 
local businessmen but there 


were times when he didn't. In 
1952 shortly after he assumed 
the position on a probationary 
basis, he checked an area 
grocery store and found the pro- 
prietor had packaged potatoes 
weighing about one pound less 


Wed., May 311978 
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per bag than advertised. 

The proprietor tried to put off 
the new sealer with excuses but 
Krainik said the potatoes would 
have to be repacked before they 
could be sold. After a few heated 
remarks, Krainik pulled out a 

ocket knife and cut 15 to 20 
fae holding the potatoes which 
spilled on the floor. ; 

Several weeks later, Krainik 
said, he encountered the pro- 
prietor again and was actually . 
thanked by the man for “setting 
him straight.” 

Krainik’s alertness paid off on 
another occasion. While wat- 
ching television, he opened a box 
of cookies that was supposed to 
contain 26 items. By force of 
habit, he counted and found the 
number to be 24. 

This led to an investigation 
that eventually located the pro- 
blem in an Illinois packing 
plant. A woman employee had 
deliberately packed the boxes 
short because she was having 
wage difficulties with her super- 
visor. it was learned. About 
50,000 packages were involved 
and some got as far as Denver, 
Colo., before they were in- 
tercepted, Krainik said 

He was a director of the 
Wisconsin City Sealers Associa- 
tion for several years and 
formerly served as chairman of 
the Northeastern © Wisconsin 
Sealers Association. 

Krainik also has been active in 
civil, fraternal and church af- 
fairs in Manitowoc. He is a past 
president of the Manitowoc 
Evening Kiwanis Club and was 
lieutenant governor for the 
Wisconsin-Upper Michigan 
district. He headed the 1963 
Manitowoc County cancer 
crusade fund-raising campaign. 

The city sealer formerly was 
considered a separate office but * 
it. was incorporated as part of © 
the City Building Inspection 
Department several years ago.

Monsignor Landowski was 
born Feb 6, 1890. in Polonia, 
Wis . son of the late Albert and 
Rose Domka Landowski. He 
began his formal education at 
the Normal School in Stevens 
Point and continued at Ss. Cyril 
and Methodius Seminary, Or. 
chard Lake. Mich . and received 
his philosophy and_ theology 
training at Sl Paul Seminary. 
St. Paul. Minn Ordained by 
Bishop Rhode at Green Bay 
April 14. 1916, his first assign- 
ment was as an assistant at St. 
John Pansh, Green Bay on May 
7.1916. He enlisted as a chaplain 
in the United States Army in 
August of 1917 and served with 
the famous “Forgotten Regi- 
ment" of the 339th Infantry in 
Archangel, Russia.

MANITOWOC- The _ assign- 
ment was unusual, but then the 
class was not exactly usual, 
either. 

Professor Dion Kempthome, 
of the University of Wisconsin 
Center-Manitowoc County 
English Department, asked the 
group of about 20 senior citizens 
meeting in the Manitowoc 
Senior Citizen Center to "relax, 
reflect, focus, select and draw 
conclusions" before returning 
the following week to record on 
tape some memories of events, 
characters and experiences 
from their past which they felt 
were worth preserving for 
others. 

Sessions V and VI on the value 
of oral history, taught by Kemp- 
thome. were part of an eight 


session non-credit course 
designed to heighten par- 
ticipants’ interest in history, in 
general, and local history, in 


particular. Tlie series was spon- 
sored by the City of Manitowoc 
Committee on Aging in coopera 

tion with the UW _  Center- 
Manitowoc County, which pro- 
vided the coordination and in- 
struction. Nationally. 
Manitowoc was one of 200 senior 
centers 'melected to conduct the 
Senior Citizens Humanities Pro- 
gram developed by the National 
Council on Aging with the sup- 
port of a grant from the National 
Endowment for the Humanities 

When it reassembled, the 
class showed it had taken its 
assignment seriously. _—_ Story 
followed story. There were 
shared reminiscences, personal 
recollections, animated discus- 
sions Everyone had something 
to contribute. Kempthome said, 
whether it was a story on tape, a 
comment, a memory. :

It's called Parkview Haven, and for a good 
reason. A large percentage of the windows in 
the big three-story apartment complex look 
out onto the trees and open spaces of 
Manitowoc's Lincoln Park on North Eighth 
Street. It was planned that way. 

New residents of the Lakeshore’s newest 
federally-funded apartment for the elderly 
began moviijg in this week, even before all 
the interior work and landscaping had been 
completed. 

The complex has 90 one-bedroom units. 

Parkview Haven is a project of the six 
Catholic parishes of Manitowoc, under the 
sponsorship of the Green Bay Diocese. It is 
funded by the federal Department of Housing 
and Urban Development (HUD) under a 
*202” program available only to non-profit 
corporations. Because eligibility for the loan 
depends on proof of equity, the newly-formed 
local corporation required the sponsorship of 
the Diocese. The borrowers are, however, the 
local parishes. 

As in other HUD housing projects, eligibil- 
ty for residence is limited to those under a 
certain income level. It is limited to persons 
over age 62, or persons under that age who 
are handicapped or disabled. Ten units, or 
ten-percent of the total, are specially design- 
ed for convenience of the handicapped, with 
five of those further adapted for wheelchair 
occupants. 

Architects for the attractive, dark-brick 
building are Nichols, Barone and Associates,

He started playing for his 
father, Paul Gosz, at age 11. But 
he was most of all dedicated — 
sometimes his band played 200 
nights in a row, according to his 
son, George Gosz. 


He spent 45 years as a musi- 
cian. Bom Aug. 2, 1910, he took 
up piano when he was seven and 
four years later he was playing 
keyboards for the Paul Gosz 
Band. 


In 1928, his father retired from 
the band and Romy inherited 
the band — and at the same time 
added trumpet to his repertoire, 
an instrument many believed 
was his best. Not bad for an 18- 
year-old! 


The next year, 1929, he mar- 
ried Antoinnette Leggio, of 
Rockwood, who now lives in 
Whitelaw. 

Several years passed before 
he re-named the band the Romy 
Gosz Orchestra. In the early 
1930s, he began a_ recording 
career. Decca. Columbia and 
various other labels recorded his 
music.

While his music was 
Czechoslavakian, Romy was 
German, said son George, a 
sales representative for Mirro 
Corp. 


"He actually was of whatever | 


nationality he chose to be,” 
George related. ‘‘When he was 
with the Poles, he was Polish; 
with the Belgians, he was 
Belgian.” 


Romy travelled mostly in 
Wisconsin, but would occas- 
sionally venture to polka 
festivals in Omaha, Neb., where 
the music flourishes. Other trips 
took him to Minnesota and 
Texas. 

Romy died Aug. 29,1966. 


Last week, he was elected and 
inducted into the Polka Hall of 
Fame along with Marv Herzog 
of Michigan and Al Soyka of 
Florida. The hall was establish- 
ed in 1968 to honor oustanding 
polka personalities who have 
made significant contributions 
to the advancement and promo- 
tion of polka music. 

No one deserved the honor 
more than Romy Gosz.

Downtown building to tumble 


MANITOWOC - City Building 
Inspection Director Calvin A. 
Stein has issued a notice order- 
ing the razing of a downtown 
store and apartment building 
because of its unsafe structural 
condition. 


The structure, built in 1925, is 
located adjacent to the 
Manitowoc Maritime Museum 
in the 800 block of S. Eighth St. It 
formerly was known as the Com- 
merce Building but was renam- 
ed Maritime Plaza several years 
ago. 


The 2-story building is of 
masonry and frame construc- 
tion measuring approximately 
128 feet long and 55 feet wide. 

Stein's report noted that the 
“entire structural system is 
cracked, sagged and settled and 
is out of plumb.”’ 

The notice calls for the 
building to be razed within 30 
days after date of service. 

The property is owned by Pro- 
perties Unlimited and has 6 
business and retail store spaces 


on the first floor and about 8 
apartments on the second floor. 


A spokesman for Properties 
Unlimited said _ efforts were 
underway to relocate business 
and apartment tenants in the 
building. 

The owners have ruled out any 
plans to repair the building. One 
estimate placed the cost of 
repairs at about $100,000. The 
spokesman said the firm had no 
immediate plans for the proper- 
ty after the building is razed. 

Notices of condemnation were 
to be served late Thursday or to- 
day on the owners and other par- 
ties involved.

MANITOWOC — The dredge material 
containment vessel on the city's north side 
lakefront is supposed to be filled in 10 
years but indications are that it will take 
longer than originally anticipated . 

The vessel, built with stone rubble and 
steel sheet piling, is designed to hold 
800,000 cubic yards of dredge material 
from the Manitowoc and Two Rivers har- 
bors. 


At last report, 120,000 cubic yards had 
been placed in the vessel or about 15 per- 
cent of its capacity. 

Officials from the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers have estimated that 70,000 
cubic yards will be placed annually and 
that it should be filled in 1988 or 1989. The 
vessel was completed in the fall of 1976 at 
a $3.6 million cost. 


After the vessel is filled, officials plan to 


cover the dredge material with dirt fill 
and develop it as a recreational area. 
Plans call for the-vessel to be connected to 
the shore by a stone rubble causeway ap- 
proximately 700 feet long. 


The containment vessel’s west'wall and 
the north side government pier wall will 
help form the boundaries of a small boat 
harbor to be constructed in the area.

Sundae memories still remain 


TWO RIVERS — Only the 
memories of the birthplace of 
the ice cream sundae remain in 
the city 


Its physical birthplace _ fell 
victim to the wrecking ball in 
August 1979 The location. 1404- 
15lh St. is now a parking lol. 
next to the Malley Printing Co. 


The only evidence of the bir- 
thplace of the sundae is a 
Wisconsin Slate Historical 
Society marker located in Cen- 
tral Park in the downtown area 


Depending on the source of 
the material, the origin of the 
ice cream sundae in 1881 is told 
with varying circumstances 
The recognized version follows 
The birth of the sundae was in 
combination with two situa- 
tions. Ed Berners, owner of an 


ice cream shop, “invented" the 
sundae when George Hallauer, 
a Two Rivers native who left 
the city but returned for sum- 
mer vacations, asked to have 
some chocolate syrup (used to 
make sodas) poured over the 
ice cream.

A complementing story has a 
young girl asking Berners for a 
dish of ice cream "with that 
sluff on lop."

Howard Messerman, chairman 
of “Operation Boostrap." a 
downtown revitalization pro- 
gram; and Hilary Rath, city 
manager, participating in the 
ceremony. 


Through the years, the bir- 
thplace of the sundae, and other 
places which served the treat 
have fallen victim to the 
ravages of time.

'Whata_ scene for a Californian’ 


by Syd Herman 


Nestled in the hills between the Devils 
River and the upper reaches of the West Twin 
River, a landmark which once served as a 
social hub in the midwest, slumbers in its 
declining years. 

Persons passing it today would find it hard 
to believe that it was once a playground 
showplace and a vacation center as well as a 
health spa. The Maribel Caves and its at- 
tendant inn have aged well and few changes

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have been made. But like a once famous silent 
movie star living out declining years, the 
center still stands looking out over much the 
same landscape and offering the same kind of 
solitude it did 75 years ago — but without the 
fanfare of its past. 

A 20-page pamphlet issued in 1905 has been 
preserved by Mrs. Joseph (Cecile Hanson) 
Sporel of Manitowoc and its text and pictures 
afford a backward look at turn of the century 
splendor. 

The booklet describes the area as an ideal 
health and summer resort located in a typical 
countryside of forest and streams — “just the 
place for the weary to seek rest and comfort.” 

In those days you were instructed to take 
the Chicago and Northwestern Railroad to 
Manitowoc and then change trains for a ride 
to Maribel (at that a full hour’s ride on the 
train). A Maribel Caves Inn carriage met 
every train. 

The resort was owned and run by the 
Maribel Mineral Springs Co. of Rt. 2, 
Kellnersville. Officers were Eugene Stein- 
brecker who was president; G.T. Moeskes, 
vice-president; Francis Steinbrecker, 
secretary; John Brill, treasurer; and J.H. 
Kamps, general manager. 

The booklet continued to describe the 
wonders of the place much as one could 
describe Caesar’s Palace at Las Vegas today. 

“Fine bathing, boating, fishing, bold cliffs, 
springs spouting five-inch streams from their 
sides along the cliff; four wonderful caves 
and finest hotel accommodations.’’ The 450 

acres combined rapids, falls, and woodland 
seclusion for quiet and pleasure. Two caves 
opened into the cliffs and entrances to others 


abounded in nearby fields, most of them 
never really explored. 

The hotel or inn Itself was a three-story 
stone structure with basement. It resembled 
a castle-type of architecture. A veranda, 
extending across the rear of the entire 
building faced the river and overlooked the 
valley which “reminds one of the Green 
Mountains and affords a view unexcelled.”’ 
The booklet said “the eye covers 30 to 40 
square miles of rich, rolling farmland and 
pristine natural beauty with only an oc- 
casional farmhouse or church to be seen.” 

It told of large bass, pike and pickerel in the 
river and trout from a rearing pond at the 
base of the inn. It told also of clams with $600 
pearls found in the Neshota River nearby. 

But the drawing card was the mineral 
springs. Water samples showed nine mineral 
chemicals. Spring water was served to the 
trade and to guests in cans or carbonated in 
bottles. A hydraulic ram lifted the water to 
the inn and circulated it there. They ad- 
vertised that the water “aids digestion and 
promotes elimination of unhealthy materials 


The rear of the Caves Inn once had one of 
the largest verandas In the middle west, 
running the entire length of the building. 
From the veranda, guests were told they 
could see 30-40 square miles of Indescribably 
beautiful countryside.

from all organs of the body." It was recom- 
mended for something known then as “Kneips 
Cure.” The hotel also had a fountain at that 
time. 

The booklet concluded with: “What a scene 
for a Californian who thinks he has a comer 
on all kinds of scenery. At Maribel Caves it is 
such as can be found only in broken or 
mountainous country.” Pictures showed 
groups of people picnicking along the boulder- 
strewn stream. All participants were dressed 
in their Sunday best, indicating the quality of 
the trade which the inn attracted. 

Today the inn still stands little changed. Its 
rooms no longer are filled with vacationers, 


The old Maribel Caves Inn hasn't changed much since the days when Its halls echoed to 
the booming carriage trade as a health spa. Trees have grown up around the building, 
hiding much of It from the casual passerby. Its grounds once covered 450 acres of wood- 
land seclusion and the nearby rivers thrived with bass. pike, and pickerel. Vaca- 
tioners always wore their finest clothes, even when picnicking and (or exploring the 
huge caves on the property. The caves now are part of Cherney Maribel Caves 


Manitowoc County Park,

MANITOWOC Holy Family Hospital is 
moving ahead with plans lor a $25 million coil 
struction and renovat ion project. 

Hospital I'resident Donald Orleans announc- 
ed al a press conlerencc Monday | hat an up- 
plication lor project approval has'been submit- 
ted to the Northeastern Wisconsin Health 
Systems Agency and the Wisconsin Stale 
Bureau ol Needs Hey ie\y Approval is expected 
to take three or lour months 


The hospital complex currently occupies 
about three square blocks and is comprised ol 
six inter-connected structures varying in age 
from 1898 to 1967. 

* We have carefully.investigated the alter 
natives, and the most cost ellioient and eflec- 
live means ol providing long range services 
needed in the community is to renovate por- 
tions ol our present facility." Orleans said 


Il the project is approved, construction will 
stan in September ol 1981 with completion 
scheduled in March ol 1984 

The 51y ear-old skilled nursing facility 
located on the west end ol the property will be 
razed and the vacated space used lor additional 
parking. 

A new skilled care wing, housing 9t beds. will 
be erected north of the center portion ol the ex- 
isting complex 


Other areas in the new wing yvill be devoted 
to dietary food preparation, day care program 
lor the elderly, in-patient and out-patient 
therapy and rehabilitative services and central 
supply purchasing Emphasis yvill be placed on 
cardiac rehabilitation services. 


Changes in the main portion of the hospital 
include renovation of the pediatrics unit with a 
consequent reduction in beds and establish- 
ment of a lo-bed alcoholism treatment unit. 
The area housing the intensive care unit will be 
renovated and used for pre and post-operative 
procedures. 

Orleans said the hospital will be able lo offer 
a full range of alcoholism treatment services in 
the new facilities. Presently services are 
limited to detoxification of patients who are re- 
quired to go out of the county for additional 
treatment and services. 

When completed, the facility will have 94 
skilled nursing beds and 216 for general and 
acute care. This represents an overall reduc- 
tion ol 39 beds from current licensed capacity. 

Orleans said the reduction is in line with 
hospital plans to make belter use of existing 
facilities and reduce operating costs. 

The hospital has received initial commit- 
ment from the Manitowoc Common Council for 
authority to issue up to S25 million in industrial 
development revenue bonds. The bond issue 
will enable the hospital to obtain long-term 
financing at low interest rates by using the ci- 
ty's credit rating. The hospital will pay off 
principal and interest on the bonds and there 
yvill he no liability on the part of the city. 

Holy Family is a voluntary, not-for-profit 
Catholic hospital serving the health care needs 
of Manitowoc county residents. The hospital is 
owned and operated by the Franciscan Sisters 
of Christian Charity and has been in operation 
since 1898 It has about 750 lull and part-time 
employees.

A school building was originally located alongside 
the church, but grew too small to accommodate the 
growing congregation so a new school was built in 
1891.

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Farmers work harder today, says Emma

Special to The Sentinel 
MONROE — Emma Isely worked hard in her day, which goes back 94 
years, but she says farmers today work even harder. 


“Some farmers are working too hard. They'll just wear themselves out," 
she observed from an easy chair on the Buckskin Hollow farm to which she 
came as a bride 75 years ago. 


Emma and Will Isely farmed with six teams of horses and had to grub out 
tree stumps before they could farm at all. 

She did not drive the horses. 

“| had enough to do feeding them." she says. 

Also, there were men to be fed before machinery replaced hired hands on 
the farm. 

She milked 18 cows twice a day when hand power was the only milking 
machine. 

In summer, the herd was milked outdoors and the cows were so gentle 
they stood quietly without having to be tied. 

Children fanned the air with switches to chase flies. 

Emma remembers one cow so bossy she. always pushed in front of the 
others to be the first one milked. 


“I still like warm milk right from the cow," she says. 
She feels sorry for feed lot cattle “that are penned up and never get out." 


In her day, children were sent to get the cows from summer pasture and 
sometimes, where there were no fences, had to spend the day watching 
them. 

It wasn’t all drudgery. 

“There were a lot of bumblebees down in the sod and we used to stir them 
up with a stick and get them to chase us. Then we'd throw a straw hat eng . 
they would chase the hat. That's what we called fun." 


There also was misfortune along the way. In 75 years, the Iselys lost two 
barns to fire and one to wind. 


“It's a good farm,” she says, but adds, “the taxes are eating me up." That's 
one reason farmers are working harder: they have to, she says. 


; “| came here as a young woman and now I'm the only old woman,” she 
sums up. Her husband died 18 years ago. “I wouldn't want to go back to the 
old het but gh: were the good old days."

It reminded me of a 
fluffy omlet. In that respect, the taste differs 
from the taste most people associate with fried 
mushrooms, like the kind they eat on their 
steaks. One giant puffball can provide a lot of 
good eating. The mushrooms are usually found 
in lawns, meadows and often along stream 
banks.

Herman’s Bar now just a memory

MANITOWOC - A tavern 
that was part of the city’s color- 
ful history since the days before 
the Civil War is now just a 
memory. 

The building housing Her- 
man’s Bar at the comer of S. 
10th and Madison Sts. was raz- 
ed recently by the R. J. Fricke 


Co. 
It was originally purchased 


by William Herman in 1855 and 
remained in the Herman family 
ownership through the years. 
Present owner of the property 
is Elaine Herman LeClair, 3606 
Schroeder Drive. 

The tavern was a_ popular 
meeting place and hangout for 
years.

Edward Kohls, who operated 
the place for the last 10 years, 
said a horse barn and livery 
stable formerly stood in a park- 
ing lot to the west of the tavern. 


"Tenth St. was the main 
street in town in those days," 
Kohls explained. “People 
would come in from the rural 
area. The men would put the 
horses in the bam and stay at 
the bar while the women did 
their shopping." 

At one time the tavern had 
two miniature bowling alleys 
but they were moved later to 
the old St. Boniface school 
basement. 

"The last we heard was that 
the alleys went up north 
somewhere when the school 
was tom down," Kohls said. 


There formerly was a beer 
garden located on the north side 
of the building. Members of the 
Manitowoc Marine Band used 
to frequent the tavern after 
practice sessions and occa- 
sionally they staged impromptu 
concerts in the beer garden. 
Eddie Herman, who operated 
the Lavem for many years, was 
a band member. 

Mrs. LeClair recalled that 
the tavern was a favorite 
gathering place for retired men 
and shift workers. The bar was 
opened at 8 a.m. daily to ac- 
commodate those who wanted 
an early drink and 1 iked to play 
cards. Sheephead was a 
favorite card game. 

It was not uncommon for five 
or six men to be at the front 
door waiting for the place to 


open in the morning. 

For years and even up to the 
lime of its demise, Herman's 
Bar had a_ reputation for 
dispensing more Kingsbury 
beer than any other similar 
establishment in the city. 

The beer served there was 
noted for its taste, which was 
attributed to the fact that the 
coils running from the barrel to 
the tap were kept in ice water. 

Sunday, April 26, was the last 
day of business. Kohls said the 
final glass of beer was drawn at 
2:40 p.m. and went to Art Kir- 
chen, a_ long-time customer 
whose father also frequented 
the place. 

The building was condemned 
by the City Building Inspection 
Department recently because it 
was in danger of structural col- 
lapse. 

Mrs. LeClair plans to sell the 
60 by 150 foot lot on which the 
tavern building stood.

Convent tragedy century ago ! 


The Franciscan Sisters of 
Christian Chanty. Holy Family 
Convent, Manitowoc, are cor 
porately remembering and 
reflecting on the tragedy which 
struck their convent at Silver 
Lake 100 years ago. the night of 
Sept. 1.1881. 

A vivid account of the fire 
which destroyed the convent 
was recorded by an eyewitness. 
Mother Odelia Vahl. in the “An- 
nals" of the religious communi- 


Yohe records state that lightn- 
ing struck the east gable of the 
then eight year-old brick struc- 
ture. The fire burned between 
the ceiling and the roof in the 


attic. Sisters sounded the con- 
vent bell to summon help, but 
the neighbors did not know the 
reason until they saw the fire 
break through the roof. When 
that happened "the entire 
neighborhood began arriving.” 

The sisters suffered a com- 
plete loss of property. Only por- 
tions of three walls remained 
after the flames had died out. 
The loss was estimated at 
$65,000. The buildings had only 
been insured for $3,500 because 
they were considered fireproof. 

The Annals record that in the 
morning "people began to come 
from the nearby town of 
Manitowoc like a funeral pro-

cession. There were buggies, 
hacks, omnibuses and _ other 
vehicles. They came slowly 
down the first hill and up the se- 
cond. around the raqjns and out 
the same way. Friends alighted 
and called on the sisters, hardly 
able to talk because of the emo- 
tion. Many offered them 
hospitality Thee sisters were 
very grateful for the kind of- 
fers. All day long the slow 
stream moved in solemn pro- 
cession." 

The trustees of St. Joseph 
Parish at Silver Lake promised 
to give $1,000, to help clean up

The work went forward 
quickly. By Nov. 15, 1882 the 
sisters moved into a part of the 
new building = which was 
dedicated by Archbishop Heiss 
on Dec. 17. "The members of 
the parish (St. Joseph. Alver- 
no). as well as Catholics from 
the surrounding areas, ap- 
peared in great numbers. All 
were so well-ddsposed toward 
tlie sisters and now felt relief 
that the convent was again 
standing in their midst." 

At the time of the centennial 
of the founding of their con- 
gregation in 1969 the sisters 
erected a bronze plaque in the 
convent to honor the memory of 
those who donated money for 


rebuild on the same site. The 
City of Manitowoc also made a 
generous offer. The sisters 
were given permission by the 
Diocese to collect money for a 
new building.

WCUB Starting 
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24-nour service 


MANITOWOC — Starting today. Radio Station 
WCUB will serve northeast Wisconsin with 24-hour a 
day programming. 

Lee Davis, general manager, said the reoeral 
Communications Commission had granted program 
test authority for the state to commence nighttime 
broadcasting from its new tower site on Viebahn St 
Davtime broadcasting will continue to onginate 
from the company's Mirro Dnve location. 

The city of license will move from Manitowoc to 
Two Rivers and the station will increase power from 
1 (Xrt to 5,000 watts at its 980 frequency on the AM 
dial, according to Davis. 

Since its inception. WCUB has been licensed to 
broadcast only during the hours of day light with a 
pre-sunrise authority enabling the facility to broad- 
cast with 500 watts of power from 6 a m to sunrise 

WCUB applied to the FCC in June of 1980 for 
authority to construct facilities which would enable 
the station to broadcast 24 hours a day and increase 
the power. New land for the 4-tower construction 
project was purchased along with new state of the 
art broadcast equipment. The final proof of per- 
formance was filed with the commission in early 
October. 

WCUB plans to continue its modern country music 
formal with an emphasis on news, according to 
Davis The station recently acquired the services of 
professional meteorologist Marv Holowinski for 
weather broadcasts. Additionally the station ac- 
quired a Dow Jones news wire to provide business 
and financial news to the community. 

WCUB has eight mobile transmitter units with 
two base stations to provide on-the-spot coverage of 
news and events of community interest. The sta- 
tion’s full-time staff will increase to approximate 
30 people with the advent of 24-hour service.

Recollections of Manitowoc during the War Years

Can you remember when there was a new 
sound in the Manitowoc River area — the air 
horn of a submarine signaling the bridges to 
open? 

I remember the days of the submarines, and 
I know many of y ou remember 

And I m sire Dave Pamperin. director of the 
Manitowoc Maritime Museum couldn't 
possibly remember those days — he wasn’t 
even biorn until years later! But Dave has 
documented material at his fingertips in the 
vast collections of the museum, and just the 
other day brought over a page of "recollec- 
tions" wntten by Bob Simkins. 

Bob. formerly of Manitowoc, and a member 
of the Manitowoc Maritime Museum, lives in 
Kentucky”, and took the time to write down his 
recollections of the city of Manitowoc during 
the years of World War IL. 

Dave and I thought it was particularly ap- 
propriate to share Bob’s recollections with you 
this month, the 40th anniversary of the attack 
on Pearl Harbor — the start of World War II. 
and therein lies the reason submarines were 
being built in Manitowoc m the first place. 

The recollections follow. Can you add to 
them?

MANITOWOC DURING THE WAR YEARS. 
There was a new sound in the harbor...the air 

horn of the Peto signaling a bridge to open. 

Who kept us laughing at Christmas parties 
for the kids and during parades...a loveable big 
man by the name of Don Underberg. 

We managed to keep two marching bands go- 
ing. the Marine Band and the American Legion 
Band ..made up mostly of World War I Vets. 

Shopping... every thing was downtown. 
Kresge's. | Woolworth's, Sears. Penny’s. 
Schuette Bros., and Henderson-Hoyt's. There 
were other stores like Kippins Fruit Market. 
Gambles. Dramm's Meat Market and Brev's. 

Entertainment...you had bars and soda foun- 
tains. Beemtsen’s and Tastee Krispy headed 
the list of soda fountains. Many of the bars are 
still around but they've changed hands and 
names. Most of the bars had "Ladies En- 
trance" . doors. Movies...the Capitol. Mikado, 
Strand and Empire were all showing patriotic 
films. Abbot and Costello. Wallace Berry. Ma 
and Pa Kettle. Popeye and Porky Pig cartoons, 
etc. 

Schuette's Park . offered a splendid view of 
the shipyard and at night the welders arcs were 
like hundreds of sparklers on the fourth of July. 
The Coast Guard would patrol the river in laun- 


ches with spotlights. 

Buses...the Safeway Motor Coach operated 
on a 20-minute schedule. Two runs on the Nor- 
thside and three on the South. Two of the buses 
were diesel powered (No. 338 and No. 339) and 
featured foam rubber seats with Mohair 
upholstery, real luxury in those days. We also 
had "victory buses" so named because they 
were austerity models using wood possible. 


Milestones 


Life in the home...Fischl's and Sorge’s dairy 
used horse and wagon to deliver milk...ice was 
delivered by Spindler’s and Crystal Ice (not 
everybody had a refrigerator). Alfred Muchin 
would make his rounds in a horse drawn wagon 
buying scrap metal from residents. 

In the spring the scissors grinder would make 
his rounds with his push carl. 


You could tell the homes where they had a 
son or daughter in the service by the big star 
that was placed in the front window. 

Food rationing, with all of its stamps, 
coupons and tokens, was a hassle. There were 
no automobile vacations because of gasoline 


tationing. You either had an A, B. or C card 


which was just enough to get you around town 
and that was it. 

Some people had an exaggerated opinion of 
themselves and the contribution they were 
making toward the war effort. This was taken 
care of by a sign in many public places which 
read, "If you think you're important, forget it, 
180 million Americans don’t know you exist." 

It was always a thrill to see a sub coming 
through the downtown bridges with a broom 
lashed to the periscope. It signaled a clean 
sweep on the sea trials and that another 
ftlanitowoc sub would soon be joining the fleet. 

We had air raid drills...lights all over town 
would be turned off while Civil Defense 
workers would go around and check homes and 
residences for compliance? 

The Ashland Limited was the name of a train 
that ran up from Chicago and got to Manitowoc 
around 9:30 at night. It was steam powered 
with coaches featuring gas lights, little or no 
heat and plenty of soot and coal gas.

Everybody was encouraged to buy "Victory 
Bonds." You could buy 10 and 25 cent stamps at 
school and paste them in a folder. When the 
folder was full, you'd get your bond. 

Our mayor was Martin Jorgenson and he 
would be on hand for every official occasion at 
the yards or around town. 

THANKS DAVE, for bringing over this 
material. 

How well we remember the rationing hassle 
— not only gasoline, but canned goods and but- 
ter and coffee. 

Our social studies class at Lincoln High 
School spent an entire unit getting materials 
ready for rationing, and then we went to the 
various places where the ration books were 
issued and assisted where m we could in 
distributing and recording them. 

Bob's recollections will bring back memories 
of years of joy and sorrow — the years of World 
Warn 

1 started working at the newspaper during 
the war years — it was in November, 1943 —

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Final trip to mark end of carferry era

MANITOWOC. — When the carferry 
Badger leaves Manitowoc early tomor- 
row morning, it will do so (or the last 
time, marking the end of an era and 
closing yet another chapter in Wiscon- 
sin and Michigan’s maritime history. 

The Badger will be making its final 
run between Ludington and 
Manitowoc, the 30-year old. 410-foot 
vessel leaving the Michigan port about 
7:30 p.m. tonight. It is scheduled to ar- 
rive in Manitowoc about 11:30 p.m., 
unload its cargo, and return to 
Ludington about 1:30 a.m. 

Ferries have plied the waters bet- 
ween Wisconsin and Michigan since 
the turn of the century. But 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad of- 
ficials said it is now more profitable to 


route trains through Chicago, so that 
cargo can be picked up and dropped at 
various spots along the way 

“| haven't had much time to think 
about it.” said Bernard Brennan, 
general agent for the Chessie System . 
“I've been too busy packing up 
everything and making up _ the 
records...it takes a lot of time to do 
that and gel it shipped out." 

Brennan, a native of Manitowoc 
County, has been employed by the 
Chessie System since January of 1944, 
when it was known as the Pere Mar- 
quette Railroad. 

“The service has been going since 
about 1897, and this is it," he said. “I 
guess it was inevitable because of the 
rising cost of the operation. 

"I'm sympathetic to the fact that the 
service is discontinuing. It will 


definitely be a factor to the city of 
Manitowoc, especially in (the loss of) 
passenger service during the summer. 

Brennan indicated that approx- 
imately 50,000 people each summer us- 
ed the service to and from Manitowoc. 

Manitowoc Mayor Anthony Dufek 
was more direct in his comments about 
the discontinuation of the service. 

“Personally | feel it's one of the 
greatest mistakes the Wisconsin 
Department of Transportation ever 
perpetuated... they're the ones who 
signed the agreement with the Chessie 
System and the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

"It is a sellout of northeast Wiscon- 
sin without any local input. 

"History will prove this is one of the 
most serious mistakes to industry in 
the midwest ever.”

MANITOWOC - John €E. 
Jung, who coached the 
Manitowoc Linclon High School 
basketball team to a_ stale 
championship in 1963. will be 
enshrined in the Lakeshore All 
Sports Hall of Fame April 14. 

The  sixth-annual — enshrine- 
ment banquet will be held at 
the Bil-Mar Supper Club. 7 
pm.. Apn! 14. Jung is the first 
of six persons to be announced 
for enshrinement in 1982. 
Thirty-five persons have been 
enshried at five previous Hall 
of Fame banquets. 

Jung. 69, was bom in 
Shawano and was a seven-time 
letterwinner at Shawano High 
School, starring in football, 
basketball and track. 

He went on to star in three 
sports at Ripon College, where 
he won six letters including 
three in track. He captained . 
Ripon's Midwest Conference 
championship track team and 
won an_ individual conference 
title in the pole vault. 

While at Ripon, he cleared 12- 
feet-6 in the pole vault. The 
world record at that time was 
less than 15-fcet. 

In 1936, he began his teaching 
and coaching career at 
Neceedah High School. He 
coached varsity football, 
basketball and baseball; his 
greatest success coming in 
basketball where histeams 
compiled a 37-10 mark in three 
seasons. Two of his cage squads 


reached the Class C sectional 


finals. 

Jung came to Manitowoc in 
1939. teaching at Washington 
Junior High School and 
coaching junior varsity basket- 
ball, varsity golf and assisting 
in football at Lincoln High 
School. His junior varsity

basketball teams rolled up a 
41-10 record from 1939 to 1941. 
including a 17-1 mark in 1941. 

Uncle Sam called Jung in 
1942, but before he left for ac- 
tive duty, he married Bemiece 
Dawes. 

Jung returned to Manitowoc 
in tiie fall of ISM6 and in 1947. 
succeeded Al Gueppe as head 
basketball coach. His teams 
won an incredible 80 percent of 
their games the next 16 years, 
compiling a 241-61 record ’ 


Five of his teams won Fox 
River Valley Conference titles 
and two. his 1958 and 1961 
teams, won state consolation 
crowns. Three times, in 1955, 
1958 and 1961, he was named 
coach of the year in the Fox 
River Valley. 


His 1961 team went through 
the conference slate with a 14-0 
mark. That team started the 
season slowly, with a 1-2 mark, 
but then reeled off 20 straight 
wins before falling to 
Milwaukee Lincoln in the stale 
tournament.

Weisenbeck sees this emphasis on the develop- 
ment of leadership and the use of personal leader- 
ship qualities to help others as a facet of education 
not readily available at more traditional high 
schools. 

"One of the obvious things is that we emphasize 
leadership.” he said. “We have four years of 
courses on leadership — taking control of one’s life 
and molding one’s environment.” 

JFK Prep's bill of rights talks of leadership in 
terms of learning to think for one’s self and 
“discovering" one’s self. 

"Education is not a process by which teachers 
mold passive students into matched molds, 
prepackaged for college.” the bill of rights slates 

fo accomplish this educational goal. Weisenbeck 
explained that students have to be taught "the pro 
cess of learning,” so they won't be limited to simply 
memorizing material presented to them 

The school is also unique in that its students live 
on campus: are offered indivudual attention by in- 
structors and oounselors; and are not given letter 
grades 

Instead of letter grades, students are given 
evaluations by faculty members at each quarter of 
the school year. Under the guidance of faculty 
members arid counselors, students set educational 
goals, proceed at their individual pace and are 
evaluated individually. 

If academic progress is deficient, the student is 
reviewed by the school’s academic committee, may 
be placed on academic probation and may be asked 
to leave the school if the deficiency is serious 

The inability of students and prospective students 
to satisfy JFK Prep’s academic standards has 
helped contribute to the school's closing, according 
to Weisenbeck. 

"We are budgeted for 90 students,” he noted 
"With 90 students we could have operated with a 
balanced budget, given a normal amount of con- 
tributions coming in. 

"But when the actual enrollment took place, we 
ended up with 72 students, so from the beginning of 
the school year there was a problem .”’ 

Weisenbeck explained that more students applied 
for enrollment, than were accepted al the start of 
this school year. 

"We don’t accept students who from there tests 
can't do college preparatory work," he said. "We 
could have opened the year with a larger enroll- 


ment. but wo would have had to compromise our 
standards We re a college prep school ” 

He explained that had the school begun the year 
with 20 additional students, paying nn average of 
$2,600 for the school year, JFK Prep would nave 
earned an additional $52,000 and could hove remain 
ed In operationthrough the school year 

Weisenbeck noted that the closing became immi- 
nent in December when the enrollment dropped to 
59. 

"Some of the students voluntarily withdrew, 
others weren't doing well academically and had to 
withdraw and some for disciplinary reasons," ho 
said 

The school’s enrollment has also been hurt by the 
economy, according to the director. 

"The current state of the economy has a great 
deal to do with it," Weisenbeck said "A lot of 
families can’t afford the cost of a residential high 
school." 

He remarked that enrollment hasn't been harmed 
by dissatisfaction with JFK Prep’s programs or 
philosophy. 

"| think most of the successful recruiting (of 
students) was done by _ students recruiting 
students," Weisenbeck commented "The students 
here liked it. We had a very good return rate and 
we've had favorable comments from parents. ” 

‘But, rising heating fuel casts have curtailed the 
school’s attempts to recruit, he added. Weisenbeck 
explained that JFK Prep’s buildings, such as its 
main building which was built in 1938. were con- 
structed at a time when heating efficiency wasn’t a 
prime concern due to low fuel costs 

Now, the buildings are expensive to heat. 

"So much of our budget was taken up with energy 
costs, that we weren't able to do the extensive 
recruiting we should have done." Weisenbeck said. 
"About one-third of our budget was taken up with 
energy and when that happens, something has to 

ive." 

While all of JFK Prep’s students have either 
graduated, been placed in other schools or are in the 
process of being placed; the school,s faculty has 
Deen hurt the worst by the closing 

Of 12 lay faculty members, just one has found 
another job, according to Weisenbeck. He noted that 
two lay staff members have lost their jobs and three 
Society of the Divine Savior priests, including 
himself, will have to be re-assigned 

The facilities, owned by the Society of the Divine 
Savior and formerly used as a Catholic seminary, 
will also be left idle, as no future plans have been 

made for use of the buildings. 

Of the school's facilities, those available for other 
uses due to the closing include the four-floor main 
building, which contains a library, classrooms, 
residency rooms and shower facilities; a gym- 
nasium, a building formerly used as the religious 
order*s publishing department; and -10 acres of 
grounds, which include the campus, wooded areas, 
two football fields, a baseball or softball field, cross 
country ski trails, a three-acre garden and nature 
trails 

After Friday, the facilities will be empty with the 
principles and ideals behind JFK Prep, located 
elsewhere.
